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All persons are by nature free and independent , and have certain natural and unalienable rights, among which 
are those of enjoying and defending life and liberty, of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property, and of 
pursuing and obtaining safety and happiness. - Article 1, Section 1, New Jersey State Constitution 



Gun Control Studies 

A February 2000 study by 
acclaimed researchers John R. Lott 
Jr. and William M. Landes concludes 
that "the only policy factor to 
influence multiple victim public 
shootings is the passage of 
concealed handgun laws." 

The study conclusively 
shows that such crime deterrents as 
more police and wider use of the 
death penalty tend to curb "normal" 
instances of murder. They do 
nothing, however, to prevent such 
school shooting tragedies as have 
occurred in a number of the nation's 
public schools since 1997. 

To support their insistence 
that the availability of guns in or 
near public schools prevented more 
death and injury, Lott and Landes 
cited a number of examples, 
including the following: 

In the Pearl, Miss., shooting, 
an assistant principal retrieved his 
gun from his office and used it to 
physically immobilize the shooter 
before he caused additional harm. 

In an Edinboro, Penn., 
shooting, which left one teacher 
dead, "a shotgun pointed at the 
offender while he was reloading his 
gun prevented additional harm. The 
police did not arrive for another 10 
minutes" after the assailant was 
apprehended by school staff. 

According to Lott, far and 
away the best-informed scholar on 
the subject, "in the U.S., the states 
with the highest gun ownership 
rates have by far the lowest violent 
crime rates. And similarly, over time, 
states with the largest increases in 
gun ownership have experienced the 
biggest drops in violent crime. 


"Research by Jeff Miron at 
Boston University, examining 
homicide rates across 44 countries, 
found that countries with the 
strictest gun control laws also 
tended to have the highest homicide 
rates," Lott wrote. 

News reports in Britain 
showed how crimes with guns have 
risen 40 percent since handguns 
were banned in 1997. Police almost 
always arrive on the scene after the 
crime occurs. Passive behavior is 
much more likely to result in serious 
injury or death than using a gun to 
defend oneself. The only serious 
research on this issue has been 
conducted in the United States. 

'The National Crime 
Victimization Report, done by the 
U.S. Department of Justice, indicates 
consistently that women who behave 
passively are 2.5 times more likely 
to be seriously injured than women 
who defend themselves with a gun. 
It is the physically weakest people 
(women and the elderly) who benefit 
the most from having a gun. 

"Criminals, overwhelmingly 
young males, like to attack the 
targets that will give them the least 
trouble. A gun represents a great 
equalizer. Defensive gun uses are 
almost completely ignored by the 
media, but Americans use guns 
defensively about two million times 
a year, five times more often than 
guns are used to commit crimes." 

Media's Role 

Lott takes aim at the media, 
pointing the finger of blame for the 
disinformation that abounds about 
gun ownership directly at those who 
report the news. 

"No one would ever learn 
this by simply watching the news. In 


part this disregard by the media 
might arise because an innocent 
person's murder is more newsworthy 
than when a victim brandishes a gun 
and an attacker runs away with no 
crime committed. 

"Unlike the crimes that are 
avoided, bad events provide 
emotionally gripping pictures. But 
covering only the bad events creates 
the impression that guns only cost 
lives. Even the rare local media 
coverage of defensive gun use 
seldom involves more than very brief 
stories. News worthiness also 
dictates that these stories are not 
the typical examples of self- 
defense, but the rare instances 
where the attacker is shot. In fact, in 
up to 98 percent of the cases, 
simply brandishing a gun is 
sufficient to stop a crime. 

"Fewer than one out of 
1,000 defensive gun uses results in 
the attacker's death. Worldwide 
we hear about crimes like the 
public-school shootings, as we 
should, but we never even hear 
locally about the many more lives 
saved. Since the well-known public 
shootings started in the fall of 1997, 
32 students and four teachers have 
been killed in shootings at 
elementary or secondary schools, an 
annual rate of one death per 4 
million students. This includes 
deaths from gang fights, robberies, 
accidents, as well as attacks such as 
the one at Columbine. 

"But some sense of 
proportion is needed. During that 
same period, 53 students died 
playing high school football."

extraordinary," Roth said, including 
"misinterpretation of militia returns, 
literary documents and data from 
many other sources." 

The academics who studied 
Bellesiles 1 contentions found that his 
book was filled with blatant 
misrepresentations.

The Second Amendment 

Finally, the gun control nuts 
and their socialist allies in the media 
[and academia - Ed.] have sought to 
distort the meaning of the Second 
Amendment's provisions - which 
guarantee the right of the citizens to 
bear arms - even though the intent 
of those who wrote the Bill of Rights 
is crystal clear. 

Wrote Patrick Flenry, for 
example, 'The great object is that 
every man be armed. ..." 

Then there was Richard 
Flenry Lee, who said, 'To preserve 
liberty it is essential that the whole 
body of the people always possess 
arms, and be taught alike, especially 
when young, howto use them." 

In The Seven Myths of Cun 
Control Richard Poe cited a speech 
in the House during the debates 
concerning adoption of the Bill of 
Rights that sets out the clear 
meaning of the Second Amendment: 

"As civil rulers, not having 
their duty to the people duly 
before them, may attempt to 
tyrannize, and as the military 
forces which must occasionally be 
raised to defend our country, 
might pervert their power to the 
injury of their fellow citizens, the 
people are confirmed by the next 
article in their right to keep and 
bear their private arms." 

Poe explores the history of 
the militia concept, showing how it 
applied, for example, in the case of 
the Minutemen, armed citizens who 


formed the backbone of the colonial 
forces who won our liberty. After the 
American Revolution it was 
understood that the militia 
consisting of men between the ages 
of 16 and 60 - constituted the force 
that would prevent the new 
government from becoming a 
tyranny. 

Said Noah Webster, 'The 
supreme power in America cannot 
enforce unjust laws by the sword 
because the body of the people are 
armed. ..." 

During the debates about 
the adoption of the Bill of Rights, 
delegate members of the Anti- 
Federalist forces demanded that the 
10 amendments include one that 
would guarantee the right, as Patrick 
Henry put it, "that every man be 
armed. ..." 

The result was the Second 
Amendment, and its meaning was as 
clear as a bell: All Americans have 
the right to keep and bear arms. All 
Americans! 

We live in dangerous times. 
The threats we face are more 
numerous than merely those posed 
by al- Qaeda and other terrorists 
groups. We live in a society where 
hordes of conscienceless criminals 
are armed. Not a single gun control 
measure has changed that fact. They 
have instead restricted gun 
ownership by honest Americans. 

In short, gun control laws 
have allowed the outlaws to have 
guns while depriving honest 
Americans of their Second 
Amendment right of self- defense. 

Sure, there are dangers 
inherent in widespread gun 
ownership. Accidents will happen. 
Some people will do stupid things 
with their guns. Some people are 
simply unfit to own weapons. 

There are dangers inherent 
in widespread ownership of 
automobiles. Accidents will happen. 
Some people will do stupid things 
behind the wheels of their cars. 
Some people are unfit to own cars. 

Let's ban autos. After all, 
they kill tens of thousands of 
Americans every year - far more 
than are killed in firearms accidents. 

Citizen gun ownership is a 
feature of a free society. We are 
either fit to be free or we are not.

More Media Bias 

Gun Saved Lives at Law School 

The two students who 
subdued the gunman at Appalachian 
Law School did so with a gun. But 
that important fact was missing 
from virtually all of the news 
coverage of the attack, says John 
Lott, a gun rights advocate, writing 
in the Jan. 25, 2002 New York Post. 
The students who stopped the 
attack by the 43-year-old 
naturalized U.S. citizen from Nigeria 
happened to have guns in their cars 
when the killer opened fire. Both 
students got their guns, and when 
they aimed their weapons at the 
suspect he dropped his gun, thus 
ending the attack. 

Writes Lott, "What is so 
remarkable is that out of 280 
separate news stories (from a 
computerized Nexis-Lexis search) in 
the week after the event, just four 
stories mentioned that the students 
who stopped the attack had guns. 
Only two local newspapers (the 
Richmond Times-Dispatch and the 
Charlotte Observer) mentioned that 
the students actually pointed their 
guns at the attacker. Much more 
typical was the scenario described 
by the Washington Post, where the 
heroes had simply 'helped subdue' 
the killer. The New York Times noted 
only that the attacker was 'tackled 
by fellow students.'" 

Lott, a resident scholar at 
the American Enterprise Institute 
and the author of More Guns, Less 
Crime concludes, "Research 
consistently shows that having a gun 
is the safest way to respond to any 
type of criminal attack, especially 
these multiple victim shootings."

Confiscation of Registered 
Guns Begins in Illinois 

The Chicago Anti Gun 
Enforcement (CAGE) unit, a shady 
taskforce operated jointly by the 
Illinois State Police, the Chicago 
Police Department, and the Cook 
County State's Attorney's Office, 
supposedly exists to identify illegal 
gunrunners. However, information 
gained by the ISRA makes it clear 
that the CAGE unit is targeting law- 
abiding citizens. The Chicago PD 
and the State Police are making 
good on Mayor Daley's pledge that, 
if it were up to him, nobody would 
have a gun. 

An elderly first-generation 
Chicago resident was recently paid a 
visit by an Illinois State Police 
trooper. After asking to come inside 
the man's home, the trooper asked if 
the man owned a gun - to which he 
replied yes. The trooper then 
directed the individual to surrender 
the firearm. The man complied with 
the officer's demand and the trooper 
left with the gun. 

The gun in question was 
purchased legally by the man in the 
1970s shortly after he became a U.S. 
citizen. When Chicago's infamous 
gun registration scheme went into 
effect in the early 1980s, the man 
registered the firearm as per the 
requirement. However, over the 
years, the fellow apparently forgot 
to re-register the firearm, and 
forgot to renew his Illinois FOID 
Card. 

Thanks to a ruling by a 
federal judge, the CAGE unit now 
has the name of every single person 
in the United States who, since 


1992, lawfully purchased more than 
one handgun in the period of a 
week. The CAGE unit also has all the 
makes, models and serial numbers 
of those guns. In essence, the 

Chicago Police Department 
is now registering guns and gun 
owners nationwide. 

The ISRA has also learned 
that the CAGE unit has compiled a 
list of families where more than one 
person in that family holds a FOID 
card. Acting on that information, the 
CAGE unit is now contacting gun 
shops where those families have 
shopped, and is illegally registering 
all guns purchased by those 
families. 

Now, it appears that the 
CAGE unit is scrubbing Chicago's 
gun registration list against the list 
of FOID cardholders. Indications are 
that folks who have let their 
registrations and FOIDs lapse will 
have their guns confiscated. We 
have to wonder how long it will be 
until state troopers show up at the 
doors to confiscate the guns of non- 
Chicago residents who have let their 
FOIDs expire.

In the event the 
conduct is a result of a terrorist 
attack as federally defined, or 
adversely affects a disabled person, 
a senior citizen or a child under 16 
years of age, treble damages shall 
apply. 

B. For the purposes of this 
section, criminal conduct shall 
include offenses specified under this 
title in Chapter ll(Homicide), 
Chapter 12 (Assault and Related 
Offenses), Chapter 13 (Kidnapping), 
Chapter 14 (Sexual Offenses), 
Chapter 15 (Criminal Trespass and 
Burglary), Chapter 17 (Arson), 
Chapter 19 (Robbery), Chapter 25 
(Escape and Related Offenses) and 
Chapter 29 (Offenses Against Public 
Order). 

C. For the purposes of this 
section, the term "gun-free zone" 
shall mean any building, place, area 
or curtilage that is open to the 
public, or in or upon any public 
conveyance, where a person's right 
or ability to possess firearms is 
infringed, restricted or diminished in 
any way by statute, policy, rule, 
regulation, ordinance, utterance or 
posted signs. 

* * *

The Human Genome 

Byjim Rarey, Jan. 12, 2002 

Two years ago, an expert 

panel of the British Medical 

Association warned, "Genetically 
engineered biological weapons 
capable of targeting particular 
ethnic groups could become a reality 
within 10 years. Viruses and other 
micro-organisms tailored to detect 
the differences in the DNA of races 
could offer warmakers and terrorists 
of the future a new means to carry 
out ethnic cleansing." 

The two key elements in 
developing such weapons are the 
decoding of the human genome 
(DNA) and advances in "gene 
therapy" (altering of genes). 

Both disciplines are 

advancing at an accelerated pace 
and the targeting capability may 
already be a reality. 

Most of the visible 
government grants in the field flow 
through the Department of Energy 
(DOE) which is overseeing the 

human genome project. 

Batelle Memorial Institute in 
Cleveland is the operator or "co¬ 


operator" of four of the five national 
laboratories under the DOE. As 
such, BMI manages the collection 
and collation of data on the human 
genome into one database 
comprising the most comprehensive 
information available in the field. 

Many if not most of the 
scientists involved in the field are 
working for the betterment of 
mankind in conquering diseases. If 
they were to become aware of 
efforts to pervert the research, they 
might raise objections and expose 
those responsible. (Some may 
already have reached that point.) 
This might be the explanation of the 
recent mysterious deaths and 
murders of top scientists in the 
field. Then again it might just be the 
concept of "compartmentalization" 
where few are to be privy to the total 
picture. 

Since the September 11 
attacks on the Pentagon and World 
Trade Center, no less than seven or 
eight top microbiologists have been 
murdered or died under suspicious 
circumstances. 

Dr. Benito Que, a cell 
biologist working on infectious 
diseases at the University of Miami 
was found beaten to death outside 
of his laboratory. Authorities say a 
mugging is suspected. 

Dr. Robert M. Schwartz, a 
well-known DNA sequencing 
researcher was found murdered in 
his secluded Loudoun County home 
in Virginia. Police have arrested a 
teenager and two unidentified adults 
in the case. 

Set Van Nguyen, a skilled 
microbiologist at the Commonwealth 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
Center in Australia died in a low 
temperature storage area where 
biological samples were kept. The 
cause was said to be a leak of liquid 
nitrogen from the cooling system. It 
is probably just a coincidence that 
Nguyen has the same last name as 
the quiet, 61-year-old Vietnamese 
immigrant who died in New York 
from anthrax. She is the only 
anthrax case where the source of the 
anthrax has not been determined. 

Soviet defector Vladimir 
Pasechnik died, reportedly of a 
stroke, in Britain. Three weeks 
earlier, just after the Sept. 11 WTC 
and Pentagon attacks, Pasechnik had 
communicated with British officials 
about his knowledge on anthrax as a 
weapon. 

An Israeli journalist has raised 
concern about the loss of Israeli 





scientists involved in genetic and 
DNA research. Two have been 
assassinated, supposedly by 
terrorists. Some other prominent 
scientists were lost when the 
chartered plane they were on was 
shot down over the Black Sea, 
reportedly by an arrant missile from 
a Ukrainian training exercise. 

Perhaps the most disturbing 
death is that of Harvard scientist 
Don C. Wiley. Wley was one of 
America's preeminent researchers 
into infectious diseases and HIV in 
particular. After years of meticulous 
research, Wley had just scored a 
breakthrough by identifying the 
properties of the HIV virus that make 
it infectious and how it avoids 
destruction by the antigens in the 
human immune system. 

In theory, the discovery has 
application to other viruses that 
cause diseases. Viruses, as opposed 
to bacteria, seem to be immune to 
treatment by antibiotics. 

The dark side of the discovery, 
as Wley himself discussed, is that 
the same information could be used 
to change relatively benign viruses 
into killers. 

Wley disappeared from his 
rental car in the middle of a bridge 
over the Mississippi River after 
leaving a dinner of the St. Jude 
Children's Research Advisory 
Associates.

Regarding US v. Miller 307 
US 174 (1939) [June 2000 NJM 
Newsletter] in which the Supreme 
Court said "In the absence of 
evidence tending to show that 
possession or use of a shotgun 
having a barrel less than 18 inches 
in length...has some reasonable 
relationship to the preservation or 
efficiency...[of the militia]" and "It is 
not within judicial notice that a 
shotgun having a barrel less than 18 
inches in length is any part of the 
ordinary military equipment or that 
its use could contribute to the 
common defense..." 

What these quotes mean is 
that IF the U.S. Supreme Court had 
had evidence that a short- barreled 
shotgun, or rifle, was ever used by 
the military or could have been used 
by the PEOPLE in providing for the 
common defense, then such 
firearms could not be regulated in 
any way, shape or form by the 
government. Handguns, machine 
guns and cannons, which are part of 
the "ordinary military equipment" 
that "contribute to the common 
defense," had the Supreme Court 
"judicial notice" of same, makes 
them exempt from infringement by 
government regulations, because 
they satisfy the Court mandated 
requirement. 


Example: Say the Supreme 
Court did not have "judicial notice" 
of computer email back in 1939, 
which of course it didn't, but this 
wouldn't mean that email wasn't 
protected free speech under the 
First Amendment. 

So how is it that the 1939 
Supreme Court could not grasp that 
any type or style of firearm would 
most certainly "contribute to the 
common defense"? What is the 
difference between a short- barreled 
rifle or shotgun and a long barreled 
handgun? There are handguns that 
use long arm ammunition, and long 
arms that use handgun ammunition. 

I look at the Miller decision 
as confirming the right to keep and 
bear arms under the Second 
Amendment, when and only when it 
takes "judicial notice" that short 
barreled shotguns and rifles are 
either part of the ordinary military 
equipment OR could contribute to 
the common defense. 

Then all such firearms that 
satisfy either of these requirements 
would be protected by the Second 
Amendment, and able to be 
possessed by the people. 

Does everyone see how we 
have been lied to about this "open 
ended", conditional decision? Once 
the "condition" has been satisfied 
then the prohibitions on short- 
barreled long arms are null and void.
